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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 and 11-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the glue" in line 6. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 and 11-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Focke (U.S. Patent No. 6,199,688). 

Focke discloses the claimed method of manufacturing a hinge lid box with the step of 
providing a glued collar (Figs. 1, 2, and 4-6; via fastening surface/glue portion 43 and 44; 51 and 
52); the collar is printed and/or coated (column 3, lines 65-67). 

Focke does not disclose applying the glue to the collar as in lines across the collar surface 
up to three glue lines. 
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However, the examiner takes an official notice that such use of glue lines on blank is old 
and well known in the art. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to have modified Focke's fastening surface/glue 
portion of the collar, by the use of glue lines instead, as a matter of engineering design choice, in 
order to improve gluing of the blank. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 06/19/2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that Focke does not disclose all claimed feature, therefore, can not meet 
the 102 rejection as been disclosed in the previous action. The examiner agrees with applicants 
that the previous rejection of the 102 is un-proper, and the headings of the 102 rejection should 
have been replaced by a 103 rejection. Note that the body of the previous 102 rejection is the 
same as the present 103 rejection and as the only change is just the heading of the rejection, 
therefore, this action has been made final. 

Applicants further argue that Focke does not produce a hinge lid box having the desirable 
attributes of boxes produce3d using the claimed method nor disclose the use of applied glue 
across the whole area of the covered part of the collar blank. The examiner believes that Focke 
clearly disclosing a method of making a hinge lid box as been disclosed and described above on 
the action. The examiner agrees that Focke does not disclose the use of glue lines across the 
collar, but as been disclosed in the current action that such use of glue lines across a width of 
blank is old and well known and would be obvious to replace Focke's fastening surfaces 5 1 and 
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52 by using such glue lines, as a matter of engineering design choice, in order to improve the 
gluing step.
